DEATH OF DOCTOR MARSH. 

We have just learned with profound regret of the 
death of the Kev. Janes Mane, D.D., for many years 
President of the University of Vermont. He expired at 
Burhngton, after a protracted iltness, on the 3d instant. 
He was among the first philosophical writers of the age, 
snd his name will forever be conspicuous in the intellec- 
tual history of our country. A calm, chaste scholar, an 
rarnest and profound thinker, a powerful and eloquent 
advocate of the bighest principles of religion and phi- 
losophy, he was known to men of learning and virtue 
throughout the world, but they slone who knew him 
personally, who witnessed the perfect simplicity and 
grandeur of his lite, and saw how hie high attainments 
were blended with the Heavenly virtues which so rarely

The Presbytery of 
Fayetteville, conceiving this contrary to the law of God, 
ited Mr. MeQueen before them, and after an an argu- 
ment, the facts being adautted, they decided that the act 
was incest, and proceeded to depose the accused from 
the Gospel ministry, both, as they allege, in their judy 
ment, tor the retormation of the offender, and in order to 
purge the church from such a scandsl. From this judg 
ment Mr. MeiQueen appealed to the General Assembly 
The case came up for hearing on Tuesday of last week 
Dr. Krebs appeared ss counsel for Mr. MeQueen, and 
addressed the Convention two days on the subject. The
